W made out Sixteen London Chaldron; and it they tell ſhort ot that 
Meaſure at Lanaen, the Coal Owner or Frtter made good the Difference. 


IN 1731, ſome of the Coal Owners lowered the Price from 12 f. to 9s. 6 d. per

Chaldron, which Price They continued the greateſt Part ot the Year: This occa- 


ſioned an Agreement, which ſtill ſubſiſts, among the Principal Coal Owners, to 
vend Each a certain Quantity Annually. 


eros this Agreement, the Price roſe again from 9 s. 64. to 125. and fo con- 


tinued till 1736, when they raiſed them to 13s. and the Mcature this Year comes 
out ſome times One, ſome times Two Chaldran in Sixteen, ſhorter than in former 
Tears, without any Allowance for ſuch Deficiency. 


Ix conſequence of this Agreement, ſeven or eight different Sorts are mixed in 
the ſame Loading, without aſcertaining the Quantity of each Sort, whereby inferior 
Sorts are fold at the fame Price with the good ; another great Impoſition on the 
Conſumer ! 


Tur Advance from 125. to 1 35. per Chaldron, and the Difference in the Mea- 
ſure, makes 15 J. per Cent. Increaſe in the Price, above what it hath for to many 
Years been. | 


Tut laſt Winter a Scheme was projected tor a New Rægulation in the Coat 


Trade, or rather to Advance the Price of Coals, and Perſons were employed to go 


from ſeveral Sea Port Towns, to Newcaſt/e and Sunderlang, there to concert Mea- 
ſures 10r putting the Scheme in Execution: And tor that Purpoſe, an Agent hath 
been appointed in each Port along the Coaſt, and in Landon, to whom the Ships 
are in general conſigned, with Directions as to Price, and Orders to deliver i 
Turn, a Copy of which Directions and Orders are here ſubjoined; tor this the 
Agent at London receives of the Maſter an half per Cent. on the Cargoe, which 
amounts to 4200 /. a Year, beſides Factorage for felling the Coals, which is an half 
per Cent. more ; and the Agents tor all other Ports receive a Penny a Chaldron. 


A RECE1PT is given by the Agent tor the halt per Cent. which ſer ves as a Cer- 
tificate at Newcaſtle, &c. that the Maſter has paid the half per Cent. and conform- 
ed to the Method or keeping Zurn in Delivery: Without this Recerpr, the Maſter 
can't be loaded at Newcaſtle, &c. till the Ship whole Turm he took, and which had 
conformed, is arrived and loaded, nor till Ten Days atterwards, by way of Puniſh- 
ment. 


WrzrTHen the preſent COMBINATION is Carried on by the Owners and 
Maſters of Ships alone, or by the Aſſiſtance of, or in Conjunction with the Coal 
Owners, their Agents, or the Fitters, the Conſumers are equally affected. 


I x conſequence of theſe Meaſures, the Price of Coals hath been raiſed this 
Ppring, conſiderably higher than uſual, to the great Loſs of the Conſumers, the 

iftreſs of the Poor, and in Prejudice of the Manufattures in this Part of the King- 
dom, and to the Leſſening the Publick Revenue. | 


Ir is therefore humbly hoped, That ſome ſpeedy and effectual Remedy 
will be provided, to put an End to the pretent, and prevent all future 
COMBINATIONS in the Coar TRADE *

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A Copy of a LETTER ſent by the Great Man at 
Bulingſoate, to his Correſpondents in the North. 


London, March 2. 1737-8. 
'INCE laſt Poſt T've to Adviſe, that ſeveral Ships have got up, and among 
the reſt, a good many belonging to Tarmouth, who have all gone to work 
(except Mr. Meek) upon the Old Terms, as here is yet no Agent appointed for 
that Town; fo that thoſe belonging to I hithy and Scarbrough are obliged to lie, 
and ſeem determined to wait what Meafures the Titters will obſerve in Kegard to 
thoſe <who have not ſubmitted to the Rules propoſed. Since the Arrival of the Ships, 
Letters have been diſpatch d to Tarmouth about appointing an Agent tor that 
Place; and the Anſwer is expected on Monday next. In My laſt, J mentioned, 
that the Buyers had fubmitted to ſome of the Terms, and in particular, that of 
giving their Notes at Forty Days, and taking of the Scorage : hut ſince they have 
met wth ſo many agreeable to their Own Terms, they are tar fxom inclining to come 
to any other. It is deſir d you may communicate to the Fittere, that ſuch as have 
been conformable, will bring with them Certificates thereof; and its hop'd, by 
these who mow lie, to make a Market for others, tor the general Benefit of the 
Trade, and to their Own Diſadvantage; that they will ſtrictly obſerve the Articles 
relating to thoſe who do not obtain ſuch Certificates, Col. I „by his Agent, 
gives Hopes that it ſhall be obſerved where lus Concerns are, and that he'll write 
to T. Airey, particularly, about George Airey, Maſter of the George; T. Hurry 
has with him a Line or two, ſignifying that he has been as regular as could be well 
expected, tor we are not yet got into any Regular Method, but ſhall do in a ſhort 
Time; and then, with the Alliſtance of the Fitters, we doubt not to make a good 
TRADE tor this YEAR. | An
